and  Reco'  .iriendations 

a.  Personnel:  Mef'itive  Report. 

b.  Operations: 
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(l)  Photo  conflmation  of  Visual  Sightings: 

(a)  Observation:  During  the  conduct  of  visual  reconnaissance 
missions,  pilots  v;ero  reporting  many  individual  sightings.  A  study  was  con¬ 
ducted  to  determine  how  many  of  these  reports  were  of  previously  identified 
items.  It  was  foimd  that  there  were  numerous  recurring  sightings  and  vary¬ 
ing  descriptions. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Due  to  the  size  and  number  of  missions  the 
Visual  Platoon  is  required  to  fly,  a  pilot  cannot  loam  the  III  Corps  Tactical 
Zone  area  well  enough  to  avoid  reporting  previously  sighted  items.  A  policy 
requiring  pilots  to  take  confirming  photography  of  ajqy  significant  sightings 
was  initiated.  Validity  of  sightings  was  improved  and  the  random  photographic 
covsrage  revealed  many  significant  items  that  had  not  been  sighted  b'/  the 
pilots. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  the  importance  of  photography  be 
emphasized  at  OV-1  Aviator's  Qualification  Course  (F-II4.)  at  Fort  Huachuca, 
Arizona  and  in  all  unit  level  training  programs. 

c.  Training: 

(1)  Observation:  Airborne  Radar  Repair  Personnel  (MOS  26M20)  have 
not  been  fully  qualified  to  use  test  equipment  AN/GPI1-U2  and  AN  GFM-52. 

(2)  Evjluation:  Personnel  with  MOS  26'M20  assigned  to  this  unit  have 
apparently  not  received  adequate  school  training  for  use  of  available  tost 
equipment.  OJT  conducted  by  the  manufacturer's  technical  representative  has 
proven  effective. 

(3)  Recommendation:  More  extensive  training  be  given  in  the  operation 
of  AN/GFM-1;2  and  M/GPM-^P  test  equipment  during  the  Airborne  Radar  Repairman 
Course  (MOS  26M20)  at  Fort  Huachuca, 

d.  Intelligence:  None. 

e.  Logistics; 

(1)  Quality  of  Differential  in  Film: 

(a)  Observation;  A  comparison  was  made  under  similar  conditions 
using  Kodak  and  Ansco  film  with  the  same  FSN  and  expiration  date  to  detemine 
the  relative  quality  of  the  two  films. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Ansco  film  produces  less  desirable  imagery  than 
does  Kodak,  even  when  the  film  is  outdated.  When  expired,  only  the  Kodak  film 
produces  satisfactory  results, 

(c)  Recommendationx  That  Kodak  film  be  used  exclusively  in 
sensor  imagery  systems.

(a)  Observation:  Occasionally  on  nighttime  flights,  a  pilot 
v;ould  intenticnally  turn  off  oho  inverter  switch,  instead  of  the  drop  tank 
transfer  switch*. 

(b^  Evaluation:  The  probable  reason  for  this  error  is  the 
location  of  the  inverter  sv.’i’och,  less  than  an  inch  from  the  drop  tanlc  trans¬ 
fer  switch. 

(c)  Reco"' 'lendation:  That  a  locally  fabricated  ground  partition, 
be  placed  between  the-  two  switches  to  prevent  unintentional  shutdovm  of  the 
inverter. 

(5)  Deteri-'-ration  of  the  wiring  harness  to  the  Video  Signal  Monitor 
Scope  and  Radar  Set  Control. 

(a)  Observation:  Deterioration  of  the  wiring  harness  was 
discovered  during  removal  of  the  Video  Signal  Monitor  Scope  and  the  Radar 
Set  Control  from  the  aircraft. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Developing  fluid  from  the  RO-166  had  seeped 
onto  the  floor  of  the  aircraft  at  location  of  the  harness.
